NEW YORK REPUBLICANS, 
STATE CONVENTION AT SYRACUSE. 

Sanatoga, N. Y., Sept. 8—The Republican 
State Convention began its session this morning 
in the Town-Hall, which will seat some 1,500 
people. Nearly all the seats were occupied. 

SPEECH OF THE HON. & D. MORGAN. 

At 11:35 the Hon. E. D. Morgan, the Chairman 
of the State Céntral Committee, called the Con- 
vention to order, and made an address, which 
elicited frequent outburste of applause. He 
said among other things: The Democratic 
party, having been successfadl in some of the re- 
cent State elections, ours smong the number, 
had about concluded that their shortcomings 
had been either forgotten or forgiven, and that 
they were soon to be invested with the political 
power of the nation. It is scarcely possible 
to conceive of a greata error. He who 
controls the destinies of nations, es well as the 
affairs of individuals, has andly permitted our 
Democratic friends to take a far-off view of the 
situation ; but years of probation and repent- 
ance will be necessary before they can enter and 
possess the promised land. We should approve 
the course of all faithful public servants, from 
the highest to the lowest, vbether they belong 
to our political party or to the party of our op- 
ponents, and reject all who are not wortby of 
whatever party they claim to be; extend the 
band of fellowship to thoes of our countrymen 
who were unfortunately led to take up arms 
against us, and cultivate friendly intercourse 
with them, and let there be no step backward in 
our efforie to return to specie payment at the 
earliest possibile day; and the period is not re- 
be again rejoicing in the 
welfare and prosperity of oar common country. 

TEMPORARY CEAIRMAN. 

The Hon. Alonzo B. Corsell was then tinani-

Wasnincton, 0.C., Sept. 8.—The. Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railroad Company, through 
their attorney, Lyman Elmore, to-day made an 
arrangement to adjust the suit now pending 
between the Government and that Company in 
the United States Court at Chicago. The Gov- 
ernment brought suit for $631,000. This de- 
mand has been adjusted by the agreement of 
the OGompany to pay $72,128. This suit was 
based upon information furnished by Jobn D. 
Sanborn, of Boston, who wi!i lay claims for 10 per 
cent of the amount collected. Some of the rev- 
enue officers wiil contest the right of Sanborn to 
the amount, on the ground that the case was dis- 
éovered by Govurnment officers.

THE BRITISH ARMY. 


A Despondent View of It by a Leading 
English Magazine. 
Praser’s Magazine. 
In the army estimates for the — year, as 
brought before the House of Commons on 
March 8, we are shown on paper that Eogland 
has at the present moment an army of 106,278 
men, with 372 guns, exclusive of those on 
coloptet duty. Of the former, according 
to the same authority, thers are 43,730 
rank and file of infautry, with their regi- 
ments, and 7,100 with the brigade depots. 
But after subtracting the lads under 20 years of 
age, who cannot be considered, from their youth, 
as fit for hard work in the field, and who, in any 
other country in Europe, would be put under the 
head of “‘conscripis,” or recruits ; and after de- 
ducting for sick, prisoners, men wanting to com- 
plete, and—what is a very large item indeed at 
the present day—deservers, the aumber of 
effective bayonets in England * dwindles 
down to 30,272. In other words, we e¢ould 
place in line a force about one-fourth less than 
a single German army corps, of which that 
country has, besides al) her reserves, no less 
If we turn to 
our cayalry, a still greater contrast between our 
forces and those, of other countries presents it- 
self. Exclusive of the mounted regiments serv- 
ing in India, we have seventeen corps, or, in- 
cluding the three regiments of household 
troops, twenty regiments serving in the United 
Kingdom. Of these, few, if any, could bring 
into the field more than 250 effective men and 
borses. This would give us a total of 5,000 cay- 
alry, scattered over England and Ireland, or 
some 900 short of what is to be foundin each 
German army corps. The most serious defi- 
ciency in these days, whep battles are wou by 
those who have the most effective and quickest 
served artillery, isthe paucity of the number 
of guns we could take into the flela. In the 
army estimates we are told that we have 372 
pieces of field artillery. But Lord Elcho proved, 
peyond all doubt, that, as we have no ar- 
tillery reserve,—the war strengh of a foot bat- 
tery is 204 men and 184 horses, and that of 4 
horse battery 192 men and 192 horses,+~ 
we could not with our present artillery resources, 
or rather with our utter want of them, take into 
the field more than 120 guns. Thus, gup- 
posing that we drain the whole Kingdom of 
every effective soldier, we should be able to 
commerce a campaign abroad, or to defend the 
shores of England, Ireland, and Scotland, with 
a force of, say 5,250 cavairy, 30,272 infantry, 
and 120 guns; or, as we said before, an army 
just about equal in numbers toone of the six- 
teen army corps into which the land forces of 
y are at this moment divided. Many 
persons—we might say most civilians—in En- 
gland have a sortof hazy, undetined idea that 
there exists somewhere or other a body of men 
called the Army Reserves, and that when, if ev- 
er, the day of troubie comes upon us, we should 
only bave to draw upon these reserves, as a 
wealthy man might do on the unemploved funds 
at his banker's, aud thus the strength of our 
regiments would thenceforth be more than suf- 
ficient to compete with any kaown enemy. But 
when we come to facts matters look somewhat 
diferent. The army reserves, setting aside pen- 
sioners, number on paper littie more than 7,000 
men; andof these itis well known in tte ser- 
vice that more than one-half, if wanted for duty, 
would be returned as not forthcoming. As for 
our militia, the men have, no doubt, in them the

CARDINAL M'CLOSKEY RECEIVED BY THE POPS. 

Rome. Sent. 8.—His Holiness received Cardi- 
nal McCloskey this evening. The Rector of the 
American Coliege and the Cardinal's secretary 
accompanied him. Two Cardinals and several 
prelates greeted him at the hall of the throne. 
He was immediately ushered into the Pope’s pri- 
vate apartment, where His Holiness rose and 
embraced him. They remained together alone 
for half an hour, Upon leaving the Vatican, the 
Cardinal was again complimented by the pre- 
lates. Thedate fixed for the holding of the 
eonsistory is the 24th inst., instead of the 9th 
yates the interview the Pope asked Cardinal 
McCloskey many questions about the Uhurcb in 
America. The Cardinal subsequently visited 
Monsignor Antouneili. 
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TURKEY. 
THE CONSULS. 

Lowpow, Sept. 9.—A special from Vienna to 
the Daily News states that Server Pasha pre- 
sides over the meetings of the foreign Oonsuls 
at Mostar. Hitherto the disenssions have 
related to the form of taxation, 
unequal and oppressive taxes being considered 
the chief cause of the rebellion. The Turkish 
Government permits the publication of none but 
official dispatches in regard to the proceedings. 

A RUSSIAN VIEW OF THE SITUATION. 
London 1 times. 

Berurx, Aug. 25.—The Moscow Gazetie has the 
following authoritative passages about the pres- 
ont aspect of the Herzegovina affair : 

All Powers are sincerely intent upon preserving 
peace, Their relations are unmarked by suspicion or 
distrust. They are more willing than ever to remove 
misunderstanding and co-operate with each other for 
the preservation of peace, But tbhereisa festering 
sore in the body politicof Europe, where a dangerous 
disease entirely beyond human control is steadily in- 
creasing, and Europe at the height of her civilization 
and strength, Europe who is so adroit in preserving the 
balance of power and smoothing over differences 
Europe at this present period of almost unprecedente 
harmony—is this modern Europe of oars to sit Gown 
powerless with ber hands in her lap, and beseech the 
Thurkish Christians not to disturb her enjoyment of 
suushine and peace? But who can answer for it that 
this imaginary rest may not be rudely oroken im upon 
in the middie of the night, and before deceitful dawn 
arisea? The current phrase that though domestic, 
peace is impossible in Turkey, yet it is the only barrier 
between international peace end chaos, is utterly 
incomprehensible to us. Would it not. be 
more worthy of us ali—nay, would it not be 
to the interest of entire Europe to try and 
introduce @ more solid and stable state of things 
instead of idly awaiting the certain eruption of the 
ever-menacing volcano ? What is it thit prevents Eu- 
rope from putting her shoulder to the wheel? What 
is it that biaders the strong and united Powers of this 
part of the world from taking weak, worn-out, and de- 
pendeut Tarkey inhand? The spectre of the Eastern 
question, the fear of endiess war, stand in the way of 
action, No doubt this would be a legitimate reason 
for letting well alone were it not an -‘unsubetantial 
phantasmagoria. We make bold to say that this un- 
founded and altogether obsolete apprehension will 
disappear the moment it is analyzed by sound, honest, 
and impartial judges. The Powers are not prepared 
to solve the Eastern question just now, This being 
so, the only thing that remains to be done 
is eo to.arrange Matters as to prevent the dread ques- 
tion being pilmed upon us again at some inopportune 
moment by the force of circumstances. _ It is impossi- 
ble to attain this end by continuing deliberately apa- 
thetic. Even English politicians expect fresh insur- 
rections in Turkey as a matter of course, and who can 
tell whether they will not break out ata more incon- 
venient time than the present? Accordingly, we have 
to bestir ourselves, and endervor either to put off the 
dangerous crisis for a while, or, if possible, obviate it 
altogether. “If the existence of Turkey fs in dispensa- 
ble to Europe; if that existence is not now threat- 
ened by any other Powers, Europe, we con- 
tend, in her own interest as well as for the good 
of Turkey, ought to take measures to guard the 
Sultan against the periodical recurrence of the im- 
pending peril, But thisend can be onlv secured if 
all Europe contributes towards it, Not Russia, Austria, 
or England; oot this or that combination of Powers, 
but all Powers together, should compel the Sultan to 
make his Government endiurable to hia subjecta, Lf it 
is admitted on all hands that Turkey is a necessary 
member of the European Commonwealth, Europe 
should render peace a possivility in Turkey, This prop- 
osition follows inevitably from the arguments recently 
employed by the 7‘imes newspaper, A friendly co-ope- 
ration of Europe for the purpose of pacifying Turkey 
would have been altogether impracticable in former 
times, when the Powers mutually distrusted é¢ach 
other, and their representatives at Constsntinople 
were fighting for influence, But, thank God, Europe 
has arrived at last at a different and more satisfactory 
tone of mind, and the fact is acknowledged even by 
the London press, Turkey can never form a national 
and organic whole, To inasure her existence we have 
toconfer autonomy upon her individual, discordant 
parts. Decentralization is the remedy to be ap- 
pHed, and the sovereign wer of the Sultan will 
be all the more firmly estab ed when a reasonable 
degree of independence is gradually conceded to. his 
Christian subjects, On the united decision of the 
Powers will depend what degree of autonomy is to be 
accorded them, and what guarantee of good behavior 
they are to give the Sultan. Weventure to say that 
only in this wire can the Christian subjects of the Sual- 
tan be reconciled to his rule, and taught to look upon 
Turkey as a safeguard against the danger threatening 
them from abroad, and a guarantee of domestic de- 
velopment.

No doubt, if 
the Sultan were ever driven to accent 
pecuniary assistance from the Powers, the 
rearrangement of bis affairs might be 
taken in hand by the Cabinéts without the dis- 
turbing influence of a popular iusurréction. 
Meanwhile, the Servian and Montenegrin 
Princes could not bave been, more forobly 
warned by AnStria against taking part in the 
fray than they actually were by Russia. Austria 
caused the Servian Government to be informed 
that, whatever the issue of the rebellion, the 
aggrandizement of Servia would not be tol- 
erated on any account. © Russia intimated 
that she would abandon both Servia and Mon- 
tenegro were they to allow themselves to be car- 
ried away by the rmpuise of the hour. Accord- 
ingiy, Nikita and Milan refrained from all inter- 
ference; but the former could not prevent 
numorous Montenegrin volunteers from joining 
the Insurgents ; and the latter, to satisfy the 
impatieat demands of bis subjects, is mobilizing 
the first and second levy of his troops, a meas- 
ure which has occasioned an order for the con- 
centration of a Turkish force at Nissa, on the 
soutbern borders of the Principality.

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THE JOLIET PRISON, 


Alleged Inhumanitices—The Story of 
an Ex-Couvict, to Be Taken with 
Some Grains of Allowance. 

St. Loui Republican, Sept. 4. 

Some months ago the Republican published 
some statemevts of an ex-convict of the Joliet 
(Iil.) Penitentiary, going to show that great 
barbarities were practiced there. Now comes 
another ex-convict who makes similfr but 
graver charges of treatment of prisoners, 
amounting to actual inbumanity. Whilst the 
word of a convict would naturally not carry the 
eame weight as that of a man of good reputa- 
tion, it is fair to say that in this the ex-convict 
appears to be a man of good heart, as he is evi- 
dentiy one of intelligence. His name is Joba 
C. McCarty, and he states that he was convicted 

f grand larceny in 1872, at Cairo, and sentenced 
o three years in the Penitentiary, two and a 
half of which he had served when pardoned out 
under the good-behavior rule. 

He. says that Williams, who died there Isst 
January, was not the first por the jast that suf- 
fered death from them duriug his term of ser- 
vice, from barbarities practiced on them. His 
account of that affair is that Williams had been 
showered by Sleeper, the Assistant Deputy War- 
den, uatil he was insensible. Just at that time 
Hall, the Deputy Warden, came into the bath- 
room and told the helpless prisoner to dress 
himself. He wag not able to do so, and Hail or- 
dered them to douse him again. They did ‘so, 
and that was the last of him. 

The first case mestioned by McCarty as com- 
ing under his notwe occurred about three 
months before that ¢f Williams, whilst Mayhew 
was Deputy Wardet and Hall Assistant Deputy. 
A namesake of the relator, James F. McCarty, 
who belonged in Indianapolis, was sentenced to 
Joliet for five years for some offense committed 
in Chicago. He was unable to do the task alot- 
ted him in the prson, and was ordered to 
the “bath.” Abont 200 pounds of ice 
was broken up and put into the tub and it 
was then filled with water and = stirred 
until it was as cold as the ice could make it. Mc- 
Carty was then stripped and put into it by four 
colored men, and entirely submerged for one 
minute. They then ifted him out, and scarcely 
gave him time to breathe when they plunged 
him in again for a miente and a half. On liftiog 
him out the second time he instantly fell dead. 
They were greatly dismayed at this, and wrap- 
ping the body in a blanket, pat it out at a win- 
dow, and carried it secretly to the hosrital, so 
that no one should know that deceased bad been 
under puvishment. John C, McCarty, who telis 
the story, had no means of kaowing what, if 
anything, was ever dove about it. 

The next case of crieliy he related was prac- 
ticed on William Jeflerson, a black man, who 
took sick, and was unable to dodaty. He was 
put into the sick celi on March 30, and next 
morniog was taken ta the hospital for medical 
examination, and the. doctor sent him back to 
the sick cell. Ox®his way there, under charge 
of a guard, he became so weak that he could 
scarcely walk, and the guard ordered him to 
‘“‘move on.” He replied that he was too sick to 
go any faster, and thereupon the guard struck 
bim over the bead with a club and knocked him 
down. He was taken into the hospital in a state 
of inseosibility and died imsidé of fifteen 
minutes. An examination was had, and the re- 
ports was made that he died of disease of the 
heart. e 

A case of extreme barbarity was that of 
Charles Davis, a small, delicate man, weighing 
not over 112 or 115 pouide, with hands not 
larger than those of a child. He was put at 
hard labor, entirely disproportioned to his ca- 
pacity, and, pot being able to perform 
it, was. put into “the hole” tliree nights 
in succession. Those who are put into 
the hole have neither supper nor breakfast, dia- 
ner being their sole meal during the twenty-four 
hours. Davis was rendered still less able to 
do the work assigned from this treatment, and 
during the morning after his third night in the 
hole became completely exnausted. He begged 
hard to be assigned work that he could do and 
expressed his willingness. to do everything he 
could, but declared the impossibility of his 
performing the task aesi him They 
paid no heed to his entreaties, but put him 
in the hole again, strapped a gunny-bag in the 
manner of a knapsack to his shoulders. with 
twelve fire bricks in it, and strung his arms up 
to a ring-bolt, aud kept him in that torturing 
position for six hours, They then let bim 
down, took out some of the bric and putin a 
chunk of iron weighing 40 pounds, and strun 
him up for four houralonger. The writhi 
the poor victim und grees 

under this prolonged tortare 

caused the straps to ent through his coat, 
vest, and shirt and into his flesh, until he 
was all dripping with blood, and apparently dead. 
He was foundin that condition nt the end of 
the four hours, during which time he had been 
left entirely alone, ey then cut him down in 
® hurry and took bim to the hospital. ‘Tae doo- 
tor examined him and said he coulda not live - 
bat, after lying im the hospital three months, he 
was able to walk about feebiy and do little 
chores, but was pever able to labor again, aod 
probably never will be, 

McCarty says that notwithstanding the War- 
den reported three or four months ago that men 
were not ironed there apy more, ironing men 
was of constant occurrence there, although the 
Warden knew nothing aboutit. He thinks that 
neither the Warden nor missioner 
knows anything more of what goes 
on m the prison «than any ordinary 
outsiders. If any convict is of desir- 
ing to make a complaint he is deprived of the 
opportunity and roughly treated besides. He re-

BANK ROBBERY. 

Lovuisvm.z, Sevt. 8.—A special to the Bvening 
Ledger trom Greenvilié, Ky., reports that the 
back of ¥. B. Hancock & Co. was robbed of 
$27,000 two nights since. The combination lock. 
of the safe was opened, but not injured in any 
way. Five thousand ‘dollars in United Btates 
bouds, $7,000 in currency, and $1,500.in gold 
was taken. No arreste have been mace. 

Lovisvitiz, Sept. 8.—It is now ascertained 
that the total amount stolen from F. 3B. Han- 
cock’s Bank at Greenville, Ky., according to the 
Courver-Journal report, is $34,460, as follows : 
United states bonds, $25,000; legal-tenders, 
$6,000 ; fractional currency, $2,000 ;. gold coin, 
$1,460. 

The Evening Ledger says the robbery was ef- 
fected on Sunday about midnight. and is be- 
lieved to have been doue by experts from the 
skiliful wayin which it was conducted. Mr. 
Haacdéck entered the bank on Monday morning, 
and had scarcely gone in before he noticed the 
doors of the safe standing open, Examining 
further, he found the lock had been 
sprnog and the contents removed. in- 
vestigation proved that burglars had been 
around. The transom over the door opening 
on the street was found removed, to afford en- 
trance and egress. Two chairs were drawn up 
in front of the safe and left in that position, 
showing the thieves had taken time in doing 
their work. Tracks were found near the corner 
of the house, where it ia supposed one of the 
party must have stood to watch while the others 
secured the funds. LHstablished facts go to 
show that three men were engaged in the 
robbery. Strong suspicion is attached to three 
strangers who had been seen loitering around 
the town a few days before. These parties 
were noticed especially at that time by a 
sop of Mr. Hancock, who is of opinion .that he 
would know them again if he should see them. 
They appearéd to be ay idlivg set of wanderers. 
Nothing, so far as we have able to learn, 
has been heard of ghem since, and 1t is now be- 
lieved that when seen they were concerting a 
plan for the robbery which was afterwards ef- 
feéted. Mr. Hancock, has been in the banking 
business for several years, and is considered an 
honorable and reliable man. He trans- 
acted a great parts of his business 
himeelf, and there cdonid have been no 
possible chance for any one connected 
with the institution to have\committed the rob- 
bery. As the deposits are nothing of consequence, 
and as Mr. Hancock has » competency, the loss 
falis only on himself. He is ssili regarded as 
able to meet his liabilities, and his bankers 
signified to bim their willingness to fill any 
check for him he might present. The event has 
occasioned a great deal of excitement in the 
vicinity in which it occurred. Steps have been 
taken to secure the robbers, but as yet no clew 
has been found except tne suspicions mentioa ed. 
It is not believed, as has un suggested by 
some, that the James or Younger brothers \had 
anything to do with the transaction. 


TRIAL OF A FRATRICIDE.

‘ Parnceroy, Ill., Sept. 8.—The trialof Samuel 
M. Reed has ran through its thirdday. Evi- 
dence for the people was introduced, Drs. 
Morgan, Stetson, and Kitchen testifying that a 
pistol-shot wound was the cause of the death of 
Henry L. Reea. Anthony Morrisy was then 
called, and immediately Mr. Herron, of coypsel 
for defendant, objected to his testimony being 
received. on the ground that neither on 
the back of the indictment nor by 
special notice had the defendant 
had knowledge of this witness. On the back of 
the original indictment was the name Anthony 
Morris, which bad evidently been altered to 
Morrisy since filed, as the copy furnished to de- 
fendant by the Clerk read only Moris. The 
Court held that the testimony could not be re- 
ceived, and itis generally understood that this 
leaves @ gap in the case for the prosecution 
which can’t be filled. Noah Sam testified to 
seeing the deceased before life was extinct, see- 
ing the wound externally; also to the 
position of the body. William 4Hill, 
the farm hand of deceased, was exam- 
ined at great length in relation to the 
affair. He was outside the housein a sleigh 
waiting for Hepry L. Reed at the time. His tes- 
timony was of atendeney te show that the de- 
ceased was probably not to blame, but that Samuel 
Reed was, and he further swore that,after the deed 
was supposed to have been committed, and as he 
was driving away fromthe house, the defendant 
came into the street and shotat him. J, M. Mc- 
Conihe testified to a conversation had with the 
accused after be came into jail, in which he bad 
said that it was avery sipguiar position to be 
placed in, but one of them had to die, 
Jobu Prior also testified to unimportant matters. 
This closed the case for the people. The case 
for the defense was began by testimony contra- 
dicting some of the statements of Hill, and, on 
this, George Henry McBrier and Reuben Bart- 
lett were examined. The next witness was Jobn 
G. Reed, the venerable father of the deceased 
and the prisoner. His examination bad not pro- 
ceeded far when from age, nervous exhaustion, 
anxiety, and the heat of the room, he partially 
fainted. and the further hearing of the case had 
to be left until to-morrow.

Superintendent 


Am interview with 
Hangs. 
New York Graphic, Sent, 6, 
The fast mail-train between this Sas and Chi- 
cago, which is to make the distance in twenty- 
fuur hours, 1s to be assisted in the rta- 
tion of Western mail-matter by a similar train 
to be run over the Pennsylvania Railroad as far 
as Pittsburg, making the trip in as short a time 
proportionately ag the Onicago train. Mr. 
George 8. Bangs, the General Superintendent of 
the Railway Mail Bervice, is in the city at pres- 
ent arranging with the Post-Office officials here 
for the conduct of the new enterprise. The 
writer cailed upon him this morning at his rooms 
in the Fifth Avenue Hotel. In speaking of the 
new fast mail-train on the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road he said : 

‘* Those facilities were offered by the Pennsy!l- 
vania Road without our request, because that 
Company does not wish to be ontdone by the 
Northern railroads. The train will make the 
trip between New York and Pittsburg in eleven 
hours. Fast trains now make it in four- 
teen hours. I don’t know that it will be en- 
tirely a mail train, The idea is simply to do 
with one fast train, carrying three or four mail 
cars, what is pow done by three or four trains 
carrying one car each.” 

ie: enies could not state positively when the 
actions train will make its first trip, but 
thought it would be during the present month. 
In regard-to the Chicago train he said : 

“« The fest train to Chicago makes its first trip 
on the 16th of this month. It will leave this city 
at fifteen minutes past 4 8. m., and a corre- 
sponding train will leave Chicago ‘at 8 o'clock in 
the evening of the same day. ‘ihe same trains 
that are run now between this city and Chicago 
will be run just the same.

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The issue in Wisconsin is now made up, 
and, as the Republicans both hoped and ex- 
pected, their opponents have renominated 
the entire State administration which the 
so-called Reform party placed in power two 
years ago. Gov. Tarior’s ambition has been 
gratified; he has labored hard and finally 
succeeded in securing his renomination, in 
spite of the violent opposition of a large 
element of disaffected Democrats. He goes 
before the people heavily handicapped with 
complete failure as a Reformer, while his 
Republican competitor takes the field 
unweighted by a bad record, and 
with unbounded personal and political popu- 
larity. Under such circumstances the result 
can hardly be doubted) Gov. Tarzor has 
been indorsed by a convention especially 
built up for that purpose, but at the polls in 
November the choice will rest with the peo- 
ple, and not with the politicians. Long be- 
fore that time the tedious and ambiguous 
platform adopted yesterday will have been 
picked to pieces, and the relative merits of 
men and measures will not be obscured by 
mere high-sounding professions and long- 
winded phrases. 


A PRECIOUS POLITICAL MUDDLE. 

Present appearances indicate the most dire 
confusion in the approaching city and county 
election. All eyes (especially those of Mr. 
Srorgy) are turned toward Mr. Hesme, but 
Mr. Hestve seems to be as much confused 
as the rest of them. Mr. Hesrmc’s political 
successes in the past two or three years have 
been through his German constituency, and 
he has generully been shrewd enongh to 
forecast their desires. This time he is at 
sea. The Germans have gived no sign, and 
he consequently doesn’t know which way to 
lead. Two years ago it was different. 
There was?the issue of Sunday liquor- 
drinking in the saloons to be settled. An 
old ordinance of twenty-five years’ standing 
declared it unlawful for the saloon-keepers 
to operate their traffic on Sunday. The 
Puritans wanted the law enforced. The 
Teutons wanted it repealed, so far as vending 
beer and wine were concerned. There was a 
furious election contest on the question of 
the repeal of the ordinance, and the Teutons 
prevailed against the Puritans, with the aid 
of the fiery Celts, who claimed as much right 
to get drunk on. whisky on Sunday as the 
Teutons to keep sober on beer. The Teuton 
for beer and the Celt for potteen were too 
many for the cold-water Puritans, and carried 
the day, and repealed the obnoxious old ordi- 
nance forbidding public imbibing on the 
** Lord’s Day.” But with the repeal of the 
ancient ordinance Mr. Hesrve’s capital in 
trade was gone. The Sunday liquor question 
was ended. During that “fight” Mr. Hesmne 
knew what he could depend upon, now -he 
doesn’t. Besides, he was at that time in the 
attitude of a disinterested leader. He sought 
no office for himself, and had the credit of a 
pure and unselfish devotion to the appetites 
of his German constituents. Now he is ask- 
ing an office instead of advocating a principle. 
He would like to bring about the same com- 
bination of Germans and Irish against Ameri- 
cans, which achieved so remarkable a liquor 
victory two years ago. But there are seri- 
ous obstacles in the way. To begin with, 
there isn’t the same issue. The Sunday beer 
question is definitely settled and disposed of. 
The old ordinance is wiped away. In the 
next place, the respectable Germans, like all 
other respectable people, are heartly dis- 
gusted with the management of the city af- 
fairs under the “People’s Party.” They 
have no sympathy with foreign Know-Noth- 
ingism. They are mostly tax-payers, and 
are opposed to rings, jobs, and steals. They 
are quiet, and orderly, and well-to-do citizens, 
and cannot abide constant and unremitting 
bummerism. They feel as keenly as any- 
body the disgrace that has been put upon 
Chicago by having men in high local positions 
whom everybody is ashamed of. They have 
no disposition to unite in a re-election of 
such men, when there is no issue before them 
but the spoils of oifice. 

There are still other reasons why the Peo- 
ple’s Party combination of two years ago 
cannot be revived. Mr. Convix regards him- 
self as essential to the success of such a 
mongrel combination. His ‘disposition of 
patronage, he thinks, entitles him to this con- 
sideration. Hoe either doesn’t want any city 
election, or wants to be renominated. But 
Mr. Hestnec and Mr. O’Hara, one the head 
and the other the front of the movement, are 
at loggerheads with Mr. Conv. They do 
not appreciate His Accidency whom they in- 
vented. They don’t even admire his 
speeches. They don’t like his way of doing 
things. Each of them would give way very 
willingly and strike hands with Conv for 
mutual benefit, but they could not command 
their leagues if Cotyin were at the head of 
the city ticket, Conv certainly will not 
give way. All he wants is a renomination 
and a prolongation of the sweets of power, 
and he is willing to take it from the Repub- 
lican party, the People’s Party, or any other 
party that will give it to him, unless he is 
permitted to hold over. He insists upon it, 
and here is a dead-lock. 

The Democrats are likewise beginning to 
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a Democrat, and Democtats say they. won't 
nominate and elect mongrels to oppose thém 
in the Presidential fight. The Jeffersonian 
Club, with which Mr. Hesrve tried to associ- 
ate himself, will probably take this position, 
and the Cosmops certainly will, and then the 
matter will become serious. The Democrats 
will most likely nominate a straight county 
and city ticket and poll a big vote therefor, 
and Mr. Hesrtwe’s name will not be found 
among the candidates. 

The Republicans alone seem to be straight- 
forward and easy in the present situation. 
They are quietly making their preparations 
to nominate a full ticket of their best men, 
without regard to the bummer ‘‘ People’s 
Party,” the fight between Convin and Hzsina, 
or any other of the complications that are 
worrying the office-seekers. The programme is 
to put forward the very best men they can 
find for the positions, and get as many votes 
for them as possible. It is for the Demo- 
crats to determine for themselves whether 
they will forfeit the possible chance of get- 
ting control of the city and county for the 
Presidential campaign by voting for an irre- 
sponsible bummer coalition which is neither 
one party nor the other, and only seeks the 
plunder of office-holding. It is for the Ger- 
mans to determine for themselves whether 
they will abandon the Republican party and 
honest money for the Democratic party and 
shinplaster inflation. It is for all decent 
men, whether Democrats or Republicans, to 
determine if it be wise to encourage bum- 
merism by an indorsement of the succotash 
coalition, or if it be not better to elect new 
men of respectability who will be responsi- 
ble either to the Democratic party or the 
Republican party for the honest and capable 
administration of their trusts. Meanwhile, 
what is Mr. Hesine going to do about it ? 


THE ‘SCARCITY OF MONEY.” 

Nothing is more common than to hear 
thoughtless persons say that if the currency 
were increased in volume times would 
be far better and more business would be 
done ; and there are a great many people who 
believe that there is truth in such a state- 
ment. It only needs an examination to dis- 
cover how groundless it is. 

The plea for more currency is put forth in 
the supposed interest of those who want the 
means of engaging in business. The point 
with these is how to get these means. The 
wealth or capital of the country consists of 
its accumulated surplus. This is property, 
not necessarily money, but property of one 
kind or another. The value of property is in 
its production. No matter what form prop- 
erty may be in, it must be employed in some 
way or it deteriorates; it decays, rusts, 
wastes, weakens, is eaten up by taxes, 
and is destroyed if not used. The 
owner of property, therefore, must use 
it. He must hire or rent it to others, or 
exchange it. If it be land, or buildings, 
or merchandise, or live-stock, he must put it 
to some use. The man who has a house and 
lot hires or rents it to some one who has no 
such house and lot and needs them, the con- 
tract being that at the end of a stated time 
the property shall be restored, with a certain 
amount of other property, in the form of 
money or otherwise, for its use. Here is an 
exchange of properties. The owner hires his 
house, his property, to another man, who in 
turn pays for its use in a stipulated amount 
of his property. If the tenant be a shoe- 
maker, grocer, or furniture-maker, he either 
pays his rent in kind or converts his property 
into cash and pays the latter over to the 
owner. Itisan exchange of properties. If 
money be used in the transaction, it is a mere 
agent in the exchange of commodities. If a 
farmer, having no sheep, purchase 500, he 
exchanges therefor, with some neighbor, 
beeves, horses, hogs, or corn; if the owner 
of the sheep does not wanteither of these 
commodities, then they are'sold to some 
other person who does, and the money 
received therefor is paid over for the 
sheep. In either case, the transaction 
is an exchange of commodities, an exchange 
of properties, which properties are the accu- 
mulations of the respective parties. The 
same is the case where labor is employed. 
The one man exchanges his labor for boots, 
clothing, food, or fuel. If he does not re 
ceive these articles directly in exchange, the 
employer converts some property of his into 
money, pays it to the laborer, who forthwith 
exchanges the money for the commodities he 
needs. So in transportation. So in every 
branch of trade and commerce. The only 
property never exchanged is money. That 
is, men do not buy gold with gold. The use 
of money property is to facilitate the ex- 
change of other properties. A has corn and 
wants to exchange it for dry goods; B has 
dry goods, but does not want corn; O wants 
corn, but has no dry goods, though he has 
leather which B wants to purchase. So 0 
sells his leather to B for a hundred dollars ; 
© pays the hundred dollars to A 
for his corn, and A pays the money 
back to B for dry goods. Here are 
three exchanges of commodities, the money 
serving merely as an agent in the transaction, 
and finally resting where it started from. 
Nothing in the end was bought or sold, or 
changed hands, but the corn, leather, and 
dry goods. The money was an equivalent 
value and s medium of the exchange, but 
not the ultimate object. A common case in 
the Western States is where a score of men, 
living in the same general neighborhood, 
have each a stock of gram which they wish 
to convert, some into one thing and others 
into other things, embracing the whole va. 
riety of household and family necessities, 
At a convenient railroad station they find a 
dealer who, having none of the articles they 
need, takes their grain, pays them in money, 
and each man takes his money to the nearest 
store and converts it into the commodities he 
wants. Here, too, the exchange of the com- 
modities is the object and substance of the 
whole transaction. The office of the money 
was to facilitate the exchange; it was it no 
sense the object desired by any of the parties 
to keep for use, 

There has never been a time in this coun- 


the sum. The office of money being merely 
that of an equivalent agent to facilitate the 
exchange of commodities and not to be 
exchanged itself, the sum needed for that 
purpose is comparatively so small that, ex- 
cept in the case of a temporary lock-ap, 
caused by panic, the presence of hostile ar- 
mies, or other calamity, there can be no such 
thing as a scarcity of money. 

But the cause of inactivity in business, or 
what is called.“ hard times,” is the scarcity 


of exchangeable or loanable capital. When . 


the man who wants materials to manufacture 
articles for sale has nothing to exchange for 
such materials, has nothing that he can part 
with to obtain the money, and is not able to 
hire the money or the materials on a rent, 
the trouble is not a scarcity of money, pute 
scarcity of exchangeable property or capital. 
As we have said, property, in whatever form 
it may be, must be put at use or its value 
decreases; every man, therefore, owning 
property, whether it be merchandise or in 
the form of money, must make it productive 
either by hiring it out or exchanging it for 
other property, and, when this process of 
hiring, or renting property, or exchanging 
property, grows faint or stops, it is due, not 
to a scarcity of currency, but to a scarcity of 
this loanable and exchangeable property 
called capital. This state of things is pro- 
duced by various causes. When there has 
been waste, want will follow. Excess is 
sure to be succeeded by shortage. Extrava- 
gance necessitates retrenchment. We are 
just emerging from a season of continued 
and wasteful investments in wild and an- 
remunerative speculations. Millions of dol- 
lars have been buried temporarily in railroads 
which for years will be unproductive. The 
waste has not been repaired. There is the 
stagnation that follows suspension. Con- 
fidence is still wanting. Holders of capital 
are still fearful, and decline to invest in 
speculations. The remedy for this is pro- 
duction. The wealth lost in speculation and 
extravagance must be replaced by an in- 
creased surplus production. Capital must 
be created to take the place of what has been 
lost, and it is this scarcity of capital, and not 
ascarcity of mere currency, that has produced 
the condition of things known as hard times. 


THE CHICAGO EXPOSITION. 

Exposition time has come round again, and 
in nearly all the prominent cities of the West 
the year’s progress in mechanism, manufac- 
ture, mines and minerals, natural history, 
painting, sculpture, literature, music, and in- 
ventions is well represented. Our own Ex- 
position opened its doors last evening to the 
public, in a very unostentatious manner, with- 
out parades, processions, or flourish of 
trumpets. Although there are considerable 
finishing touches necessary to give it com- 
pletion, still the representation is sufficient 
already to indicate a decided improvement 
upon the Exposition of last year, and favor- 
able comparison with the Expositions of other 
cities. Our local reports show some very grati- 
fying facts in this connection, prominent among 
which is that, while last year there were but 
800 exhibitors, this year there are a little 
over 2,000, and nearly 480 applications had 
to be declined owing to want of space. Every 
department in the great building looks well. 
That of machinery and the useful arts is 
more comprehensive than ever before, and in 
the liberal arts almost every branch of the 
higher industries is handsomely represented. 
The mineral department is made unusually 
attractive not only by the large display of 
metal ores and fine geological specimens, but 
also by the products of the furnace. The 
department of natural history last year was 
not particularly attractive, but this year it is 
remarkably complete, and embraces an im- 
mense collection of fossils, anatomical speci- 
mens and models, casts, and drawings. 
The household art department, a new feature, 
will prove of great interest to connois- 
seurs in unique and artistic designs in the 
arts applied to the household,—a form of 
luxury and elegance which is at the present 
time attracting more attention than ever be- 
fore. The horticultural department will be 
decorated with the choicest home plants and 
exotics, and will prove an agreeable place of 
resort for those who delight in flowers, as 
well as for those who wish to escape from 
the noise of the great hive of industry. 

Tue Tarsune takes pride in specially com- 
mending the art department, Only a week 
after the close of the Exposition last fall it 
urged upon the Art Committee to make the 
present collection representative of Amer- 
ican art, being moved thereto by the 
fact that the collection at that time war 
lamentably deficient in American pictures. 
There was but a mere handful, and these, not 
being contributed by the artists themselves 
but picked up at hap-hazard, were mainly 
old and poor specimens. The Committee 
acted upon Tue Trrsune’s hint, and, through 
the agency of a gentleman, Mr. Joun F. Star- 
FYoRD, in whom the Eastern artists had confi- 
dence, have succeeded in collecting several 
hundred pictures from American artista, a 
handsome proportion of them having been 
painted expressly for this Exposition. In 
the hanging of these pictures, Mr. Starrorp 
has had the invaluable assistance of Mr. 
WirrimMm H. Bsarp, the well-known New 
York artist, whose judgment and good taste 
have resulted in placing the pictures in the 
best possible lights and places. The novel 
feature of grouping them adds to the inter- 
est,-inasmuch as it affords the spectator an 
opportunity not only to judge of an artist's 
style by comparing his pictures one with an- 
other, but to compare the works of different 
artists also, and thus ascertain their distin- 
guishing features. There are but very few 
foreign paintings, and with a few exceptions 
they are not remarkable, so that there is 
nothing to detract from the interest of this 
excellent and generous display of American 
art. Last year our Chicago artists received 
rather shabby treatment. This year, 
however, they have met with a 
hearty recognition, and consequently 
have turned out an unusually large 
number of works and of unusual 
excellence. Of course, as no severe discrim- 
ination was made by the hanging committee, 
many inferior pictures and some daubs have 
found their way in, but asa whole the exhi- 
bition is very creditable, and shows that our 
artists are recovering from the disaster of

THE NEW OCEAN CABLE. 

The Company which has just succeeded in 
laying a cable from the Irish coast to Rye 
Beach, New Hampshire, was organized 
years ago, with a capital, we believe, of 
$5,000,000. It has had many difficulties to 
contend with. It was denied permission to 
land one end of the wire on the Newfound- 
land coast, because the existing companies 
monopolize that privilege. It was refused 
an opportunity to charter the Great Eastern 
steamship, because that vessel is also con- 
trolled by the other cable companies. It 
therefore had to build its own ship. This 
took time and cost money. The Great 
Eastern can take a whole ocean cable cn 
board and pay it out from shore tw 
shore. The Faraday, which was built by 
the Direct Cable Company, is of 7,000 tons 
burden, but this makes her only a trifle more 
than one-fourth the size of the Great Eastern. 
She cannot be laden with a whole cable, but 
must take it in sections. She began work in 
June, 1874. From that day to the 5th of 
September, 1875, a constant struggle against 
wave and weather and other difficulties has 
been carried on. At lastitis happily crowned 
with success. The customary congratulations 
have been exchanged, and the new wire is 
ready for work. 

The Farady started from England with one 
of the heavy shore ends of the cable and paid 
it out successfully. When the end was 
reached, a buoy was attached and the vessel 
returned to England. Thence she sailed 
with the American shore end, which was 
handled in the same way. A _ third 
trip put in the intervening section, but the 
cable promptly broke. By a singular, very 
singular, coincidence, the announcement of 
its irreparable damage was followed by the 
announcement on the part of the old Compa- 
ny that its rates, reduced soon after the new 
Company began operations, did not pay and 
would have to be raised. We have to thank 
the repai. ors of the line for saving us from 
this contemplated extortion. The Faraday 
steamed into mid-ocean, grappled for the 
broken ends of the cable, found them, 
and spliced the break. Even this did 
not cure matters. There was a flaw some- 
where. This had to be patiently hunted 
down. The task was performed, and the in- 
jured part replaced. While all this was go- 
ing on, the tender of the Faraday had to 
make constant trips in order to supply that 
vessel, tossing on the stormy waves, with 
coal. This was an unique expense. 

It is said that the whole capital of the 
Company has been sunk in-the seas, and is 
now represented only by the small wire that 
forms the fifth electric link between the New 
World and the Old. The competition of the 
new cable will propably keep down rates for 
some time, but it is not improbable that this, 
like the French wire, will ultimately pass 
under the control of the present grasping 
monopoly. If this happens, it will stimu- 
late the belief, already held by many 
Englishmen, that the British Govern- 
ment ought to take control of the ocean 
telegraphs as it has of those in the United 
Kingdoms. One country owns both shores 
of the ocean. If it should lay twenty cables 
between Ireland and Newfoundland, there 
would be plenty of business to occupy them 
ali. We might then have a reasonable tariff, 
—say 15 or 20 cents a word. Europe and 
America would then keep the wires busy. 
The lightning would flash a flood of light 
upon the press of every country. Nations 
would be drawn nearer together. The high- 
est interests of commerce and civilization 
would be subserved. 

THE BONN CONFERENCE. 

The recent Conference at Bonn between 
the theologians of the German Old Catholic, 
the Greek, and Anglican sects, to take into 
consideration the differences between them 
and ascertain how far they are in harmony 
with each other, seems to have been satisfac- 
tory to all concerned, but more especially to 
Dr. Dotimesr, the originator of the Confer- 
ence, who exp d his satisfaction at a ban- 
quet which ie the close of the meeting. 
The most important dogma which has here- 
tofore been the barrier between these sects 
was that of “The Double Procession of the 
Holy Ghost,” and this question was the prin- 
cipal theme of discussion. The question 
is not a new one. It involves the 
very quintessence of dogma, and it 
has been argued from time immemorial, 
and will probably continue to be argued 
to all time, since it can never be settled, be- 
ing purely a matter of assumption and pot 
capable of proof. The Nicene Creed first 
enunciated that the Holy Ghost “ proceedeth 
from the Father,” and some centuries after- 
ward the Church of Spain added the words 
“‘and the Son,” to give the Son equal promi- 
nence with the Father. Thcugh the Pope at 
first resisted, CoarLEmMacGnx urged the inter- 
polation upon the Western Churches, and a 
subsequent Pope confirmed the interpolation 
and incorporated it into the creed, and, after 
the Reformation, the Reformed Western 
Churches used it and still continue to. The 
two. great questions panding between the 
Eastern and Western Churches, therefore, 
are, first, the truth or falsity of this doc. 
trine ; and, second, the offense of recogniz- 
ing an addition to an ecumenical creed 
which was made without authority, even ad- 
mitting its trath. 

The Conference which discussed this ques- 
tion was composed of representatives of the 
Oriental Chureh, inclyding the Russian, 
Greek, and Armenian Churches; the Latin 
Churches, embracing those who by not ad- 
hering to the Vatican decrees have placed 
themselves outside the pale of the Church 
and are known as Old Catholics; and the Re- 
formed Churches of the Anglican Commun- 
ion, including such men as the Lord Bishopof 
Gibraltar, Dr. Howson, Dean of Chester; 
Canon Lappox, of St. Paul's; Prebendary 
Mzyzicx, Secretary and founder of the An- 
glo-Continental Society; Prebendary Buz- 
Lock, Secretary of the Society for the Propa- 
gation of the Gospel; the Rev. Matcomm 
MacCatu, the Rev. F. 8. Max, the Rev, G. 
E. Broapz, English Chaplain at Dusseldorf ; 
the Rev. L. M. Heee (of the English 
Church); the Rev. Lord - Pronger, 
and Master Bsooxzs (of the Irish 
Church); and the Rev. Drs. 
and Nevis; the Rev. J. B. Moroan, Recior 
of the American Church in Paris; and the 


agreement. Their Committee reported as 


follows: .

3. We agree in accepting the explanation of the doc- 
trine of the Holy Ghost which is given by the Fathers 
of she Undivided Church.

Dr. Dottrcxr had previously reported a 
statement of principles which was rejected. 
The Committee’s report met with the same 
fate, and the Conference finally settled upon 
the following agreement, which was unani- 
mously adopted : 

We accept the doctrine of Jonanwes of Damascus 
concerning the Holy Ghost, as it is expressed in the 
following paragraphs, in the sense of the doctrine of 
the Old Undivided Church : 

1, The Holy Ghost issues from the Father, as the 
Beginning, the Cause, the Fountain of the Godhead. 
(De Recta Sententia, n.1, Contra Manich., n. 4.) 
| 2 The Holy Ghost issues from the Son, because in 
. the Godhead there is only one Beginning, one Cause, 
by which ell that 1s in the Godhead is produced. (De 
Fide Ortho1., I., 8.) ’ 

3. The Holy Ghost issues from the Father through 
the Son. (De Fide Orthod., L., 12., etc.) 

4. The Holy Ghost is the image (Brld) of the Son, the 
image of the Father (De Fide Orthod., I., 13), issuing 
from the Father, and resting in the Son as the power 
reflected by Him. (De Fide Orthod., L., 7.) 

56. The Holy Ghost is the personal product of the 
Father, belonging to the Son, but not out of the Son, 
because it is the Spirit of the mouth of the Godhead 
which pronounces the Word. (De Hymno Trisag., n. 
28. 
Pr The Holy Ghost forms the connection of the Fath- 
er and the Son, and is, through the Son, associated 
with the Father. (De Fide Orthod., L., 13.) 

The London Times, as the organ of the 
Anglican Church, gravely comments upon 
the impossibility of effecting the reunifica- 
tion of Christianity by the adoption of meta- 
physical niceties which have ceased to interest 
even the pulpit itself, and contends that 
“*there must be unity of motive and spirit 
and the power of working together for ends 
of common interest to the united Churches.” 
Further, as the opponent of Ultramontanism, 
which it professes to be, it acts in a very 
singular manner by throwing cold water upon 
the Old Catholics, and attempting to belittle 
the labors of Dr. Dotiinerr. It deprecates 
the bare idea of any union between the En- 
glish and Greek Churches, or between the 
English and Old Catholics, and closes 
with the assertion: “* The last thing English- 
men will part with is that very Protestantism, 
for it practically represents the spiritual as- 
pirations, the moral tendencies, the social 
duties, and the ideas of life which have 
grown up during the greatest years of their 
history.” All this is very proper, very elo- 
quent, and very true, but after all it is a man 
of straw the Thunderer is aiming its bolts 
at, since Dr. Dotimverr has never asked or 
expected the Anglican Church to give up its 
Protestantism, any more than he expects or 
asks the Greek Church to give up its form of 
faith. The prime object of this Conference, 
like the Conference of last year, is not to in- 
sist upon the acceptance of this or that dog- 
ma, but to establish some common basis of 
agreement which may establish a bond of sym- 
pathy betweenOld Catholicism and the Eastern 
and Anglican Churches. For Dr. Dotumesr 
and his little following of Old Catholics to 
ask the Protestant world to give up Protest- 
antism in exchange for certain metaphysical 
dogmas of no practical value or interest 
would be the height of absurdity, but to es- 
tablish a mutual ground, either in dogma or 
fact, where all the Churches can meet and 
sympathize, would give Dr. Doriryorr a 
powerful weapon in his struggle with Ultra- 
montanism. Beyond this we dv not attach 
any significance to. the Bonn Conference, 
The mere agreement of the Churches upon 
the dogma of the Procession of the Holy 
Ghost is not of importance enough to war- 
rant the London 7imes in ite alarm lest Dr. 
DoLLINGER may be undermining Protestant- 
ism. The attitude of the Times, how- 
ever, is sufficient to show that Dr. Douizm- 
GER, in his resolute contest with the Vatican 
decree of infallibility, which at least is tan- 
gible and practical, has little hope for any 
sympathy frém the Anglican Church. Its 
temper is shown in the following extract 
from the article to which we have alluded: 
‘‘Tf Englishmen could believe all that he 
does, their temper would impel them to be- 
lieve a little more. They would say that, if 
they must be Catholics, they might as well 
share in the splendor and the overshadow- 
ing influence of the greatest hierarchy in the 
world.” eae

An Imposing Procession---Two Hundred 
Thousand People View It. 


Jeff Davis’ Speech at the Fair in De 
Soto, Mo. 


Condition and Prospects of Various Oounty 
and District Fairs, 


JEFFERSON DAVIS AT THE DE SOTO FAIR. 

Sr. Louis, Sept. 8.—Jefferson Davis delivered 
the address at the Agricultural Fair at De Soto, 
Mo., to-day, according to programme. There 
was a great crowd present from Jefferson and 
adjoining counties, and quite a number of the 
most prominent citizens of all political senti- 
ments. Mr. Davis was well received, but no 
notable demonstration was made on the occa- 
sion. He opened his speech by expressing 
much pleascre in meeting the people of 
® section of country with which he was 
well acquainted many years ago, and felt 
rejoiced at its growth and prosperity. 
He came, he eaid, not to discuss those questions 
which vex the minds and disturb the barmony 
which prevails among the people. If there are 
avy who still entertain feeling of malice, or 
cherish bitterness on account of the past, let us 
withdraw from such. He declared that, what- 
éver might be the machinations of politicians, 
whatever the views of policy and dogmas of 
statecraft might desire to coosummate in re- 
gard to the future, the pople of the great Missis- 
sippi Valley are one, and must always remain one 
people in interest, in destiny, and io social forms 
and material progress. No, man, no course of 
policy, no qeep designs of ambitious men, could 
ever dissever them. In all the future they 
would surely stand togethec. The great river 
bound them together by ties stronger than any 
that politics could ever invent, and from the 
source to the mouth the peopie who dwell in the 
valley must be united. He then spoke 
at considerable length uporm the vast 
agricultural resources of t coun- 
try and the fature development of 
commerce of the Mississippi Valley and its great 
advantage and importance to the nation. He 
predicted that the time would soon come when 
tleets of iron barges would float down the mighty 
Mississippi bearing a commerce greater than the 
whole world but a little while «ago, and, in view 
of the vast possibilities of this great valley, he 
advocaced the building of a University which 
should serve to confer the highest education 
upon the youog men of the valley. The great 
population which must soon swarm in 
this rich region will lead or be led, 
acco: divg to the status which they may maintain 
in mental culture. Mr. Davis also urged the 
necessity of direct trade with Europe, and as- 
serted that specie resumption was impracticabie

ons, Dried fruits sold moderately at prices here- 
tofore quoted, domestics remaining easy. In the oil 
market a salisfactory business was doing, tnd, with 
the single exception of linseed, which was sgsin 
quoted “off,” there were no price changes, Wood, 
coal, leather, and bagging were nominally unchanged, 

There were no new features in Jumber, Tae retail 
trade was fair, and cargoes afloat sold slowly at recent 
trices, Drugs and chémicale were in fair demand, 
several articles being lower than last week, but steady 
at the decline, and quihine was Srm. The 
wool apd broom-corn markets were unchanged, 
Hay met with 2s moderate demand at 
former prices, Timothy seed, was easy 
under a moderate inquiry and large offerings, princi- 
pally of poor seed, which, however, served to depress 
the general market, Fiax sold at recent prices, but 
the offeyings were generally only fair in quality, 
Other seeds were inactive.

LUMBER. 

Chicago seems destined to retain her reputation of 
being the largest lumber market in the world for all 
timete come, The maghificent forests of Lake Su- 
perior are being ievied upap by remorseless |umber- 
men, whe now propose to gontribute to the supply at 
Chicago, The manufacture at Lake Superior 
has exceeded the local demand this season, and 
manufacturers havé determined to send the 
surplus to this city. Messrs. Blanchard, 
Borland & Co. have already received and disposed of 
one cargo ftom near the bead of the lake, anc fave 
under charter the schre Lotus and San Jacinto for the 
transportetion of moreof this lumber, and probably 
other vessels will follow, This isa comparatively new 
branch of the lumber trade, the receipts from the 
great northern lake having bitherto been unimportant. 

WOOL. 
Walter Brown's Son, of New York, writes as follows, 


under date of Sept. 1 : 

The past month was probably the dullest that ts 
been experienced in tue wool trade for agyeral years. 
The depression noticed in our last report bas Coatin- 
ued upto the present time without abatement, and 
has been accompanicd by astili furtaer decline in 
values, 

The example set by some manufacturers during the 
previous mosth, of stopping all or pirt of their looms, 
bas been foliowed by many wore, and a general cur- 
tailment in the production is the result, exceptin the 
few instances where the style of goods have taken the 
popular taste and facilitated ready sales. 

During the past week there have been a good many 
buyers in the dry-goods market from the South and 
West, vut ther purcuases are comparatively light, 
and not what was expected, Tae close connection oe- 
tween the woolen goods interest and that of the raw 
material makes it necessary to notice all tne indica- 
tions likely to affect the former brauch of trade, and, 
with a couptinuante of an unsatisfacfory business i:f 
fabrics, there is little probability of any spinmt being 
imparted to the demand for wool. 

Among the wool houses themselves there is s great 
dispasity of opinion as to the future prospects for 
their stocks; some are satisfied that prices lave 
reached the lowest point of the season, and they are in 
consequence reluctant to make gales at ruling rates ; 
others, On the contrary, believe that woola wii be still 
lower, and they are ready to reduce their assortment 
freely, at figures wituin present quotations, 

It is unquestionably the fact that fleece wooils at 
present prices do not pay the cost of production, and 
when such is the case there is invaziably a reaction 
from the low basis. When this change wili take place, 
however, is a doubtful question; §eeces are to-day 
selling at lower prices than at any time since the War, 
but, at the same time, manufacturers say their goods 
are equally depressed, und that they cannot make any 
profit at tue present rates, So lig a8 this condition 
of affaire exists, we caunot look for any higher range 
of values in wool, and the present oaliook Goce not re- 
veal any probable improvement during the ensuing 


thirty days, 


PROVISIONS.

LIGHT ON THE WALSH TROUBLES. 

County-Attorney Rountree makes the following ex- 
planation of Supervisor Bayne’s charge, that the 
county authorities had failed to prosecute the bonds- 
men of J. B, Walsh, alleged to be a defaulter. He says 
that Walsh was Collector for the Town of North Chi- 
cago in 1472; that the County Board fixed his compen- 
sation and that of hie assistants, but afterwards dis- 
covered that it had no right to do so, Walsh 
contended that he was entitled to the sum fixed by 
the nome and retained that amount. Suit was 
commen against him and his sureties, and he 
turne@over to them the surplus money heid by him, 
and a town order for $4,500, be keepi a similar 
amount of money. The reason the sureties have not 
been prosecuted ie that they offer to turn over the 
money given them, and the town-order to the County 
Treasurer, who will retain for the county a sum equal 
to the town-order, and turn the order over to the Su- 
perviser in settlement. By this compromise, Mr, 
Rountree says the county will secure all owing to it, 
and a prosecution is unnecessary. 

THE NEW COURT-HOUSE FOUNDATION. 

The Committee on Public Buildings and Public Ser- 
vice was in session yesterday, and agreed to recom- 
mend that Willard & Co., contractors on the County 
Hospital, be allowed a further advance of $2,000, with 
which to pay workmen, Willard heving failed to keep 
his promise to pay Tuesday, and it appearing that the 
work was progressing satisfactorily. Archiiect Egan 
was before the Committee and reported that he 
had been making borings to test the founda- 
tion for the new Court-House. He said 
ing from the surface the first 43¢ feet was sandy clay, 
the next 8 feet very soft clay, througb which the augur 
was pushed with ease, the next 12\¢ fee: loamy sand, 
the next 8 feet moderate clay. He expressed the opin- 
ion that at the depth of 58 feet he expected to reach 
the tunnel clay, which would make s sound founta- 
tion, He recommended thatthe foundation be piled, 
and that piles of Norway pine, 50 feetin length and 
from 14 to 16 inches in diameter, be used. He esti- 
mated that 4,000 piles would be necessary, and that the 
cost would reach from $50,000 to $°0,000. Further

WHEATON. 

The twenty-first annual Agricultural Fair of DuPage 
County closed yesterday. The Fair-Grounds are baif 
a mile south from the town, and sare finely situated. 
The general display in each of the separate depart- 
ments was very good, 

On entering the grounds the first department that 
attracted the attention was the “ Fine-Art Hall,’ the 
contents of which consisted in paintings in oil and 
wafer-colors and crayons, and all the pretty trifies 
that constitute ladies’ “fancy work,” of which there 
were some fine samples. Conspicuous in this depart- 
ment was the large number of home-made quilts, 
some of which were very fanciful and antique in pat- 


tern, 
An oil painting by Mies Minnie Mather, “‘ Moonlight 
on the Ocean,” was very attractive. Miss Julia Wheel- 


er, a lady artist of much merit, and Mrs, H, A. Lewis, 
both ladies of culture and high social standing, were 
the Superintendents of the art department.
